ELEGATIONS from Hope, Lt-wisvillc and Bradley ap- 
peared before the State Highway Commission in Little 


Rock Wednesday in the opening step of a program to im- 
prove State Highway 20 1'rom Hope to the Louisiana line. 


Earlier investigations disclosed that Highway 29 has 


federal aid for the 23 miles from Hope to Lewisville, but 
there is a 30-mile gap in the federal aid structure from 
Lewisville to the Louisiana line. Louisiana's paved No. 10 
joins No. 29 at Arkana, on the line. 


The first step, therefore, in putting No. 29 on a par 


with other highways in the matter of getting construction 
money was to have it declared H federal-aid road all the 
way. 


U. S. 171, a paved road, runs from Lake Charles, La., to 


Shreveport, but the official designation stops there although 
the obvious projection of that number would be Louisiana 
No. 10 which is paved on northward to the Arkansas line 
and the junction with Arkansas 20. The delegations, there- 
fore, determined on a resolution asking that the entire 
route be renumbered and given the designation U. S. 171. 


The State Highway Commission gave a friendly hear- 


ing to the delegations and stated informally that the resolu- 
tion probably would be adopted. But the effort should 
not be allowed to rest there.

Roosevelt said it represented "the win- 
ning of one more battle for an under- 
lying farm policy that will endure." 


Secretary Wallace will exercise enor- 


mous power in dealing with such prob- 
lems us overproduction and surpluses 
of the five basic crops--Cotton, wheat, 
corn, tobacco and rice. Wallace an- 
nounced that the 2,250,000 cotton and 
tobacco farmers would be. given an 
opportunity within 30 days to express 
themselves on its most restrictive pro- 
vision.

Given Acquittal 


Paul A. Wright Technical- 


ly treed by Reason 


of Insanity 


LOS 
ANGELES — (IP} — Paul 
A. 


Wright, former airport executive who 
killed his wife and his best friend 
technically was freed Wednesday by 
the same jury which convicted him 
last week on two counts of 
man- 


slaughter. 


The jury convicted Wright in three 


hours on his straight plea of innocent 
but deliberated 18 hours before it 
found him innocent by reason of in- 
sanity. He had been charged with 
murder of Mrs. Wright and John Kim- 
mcl. 


"It appears to the court that the de- 


fendant h.if. regained his sanity," Su- 
perior Judge Ingall W. Bull announc- 
ed. 
"I therefore demand the de- 


fendant to the custody of the sheriff 
until his sanity has been decided in 
the manner prescribed by law." 


The courtroom was in an uproar af- 


ter the verdict was read. Halted by 
bailiffs, cheering broke out again after 
Judge Bull left the bench. 


Wright collapsed and was carried 


from the courtroom, where he had 
spent the last month fighting for his 
life. 
He was revived and presently 


returned to shake hands with his law- 
yer, Jerry Giesler, and pose, smiling, 
for a photographer. 


"My heart's been clean from the be-

Austria Cabinet Is 
Approved by Hitler 


Political Prisoners Are 


.Freed by German ; 
• •' 


Demands 


VIENNA.-<VP)-The new Hitler-ap- 


proved cabinet went to work Friday 
executing German demands with the 
freeing of thousands of political pris- 
oners. ' It was reported that anti- 
Semitic measures may come. 


Three lists were telegraphed to Hit- 


ler in Germany before he finally ac- 
cepted the reorganization •which gave 
Austria just after midnight a cabinet 
including a personal friend of Hitler 
as minister of interior, two men called 
sympathetic to Germany and two na- 
tionalists. 


The new minister of interior, Arthur 


Seysz-Inquart, left Wednesday night 
for Berlin to confer with his Nazi 
mentor. 


The word;was passed among Nazis 


that Seysz-Inquart, who earlier had 
complained to Hitler against "irrespon- 
sibility" among Austrian Nazis, would 
see that swift prosecution would follow 
any illegal activity. 


The Nazi party has been outlawed 


in Austria but one result of the cabi- 
net reorganization was an announce- 
ment that membership in the Father- 
land Front—Austria's only legal party 
—would be reopened hi a gesture to- 
ward internal pacification. Member- 
ship in the Fatherland Front was clos- 
ed November 1, 1937, but the new 
move would allow Nazis to join. 
Pro- 


vincial centers reported the Father- 
land Front ranks were dumbfounded 
by the developments. 


3,200 Prisoners Affected 
.... 


An amnesty was decreed at once to 


political prisoners which Nazis said af- 
fected some 3,200 persons, of whom 54 
were involved in the putsch against 
the late Chancellor Engelbert Dollfuss, 
murdered in 1934. 


Antnestied prisoners began leaving 


prisons and concentraitno camps. Nazis 
said that among those included wera 
22 persons sentenced to life terms. 


The warning that Austria faced an- 


ti-Semitic measures came from an of- 
ficial who said "it is to be expected 
that the state defend itself against cer- 
tain encroachments from unwanted 
immigration." 


Public Still Confused 


The cabinet changes resulted from 


Saturday's meeting at Berchtesgaden 
of Chancellors Kurt Schuschnigg of 
Austria and Adolf Hitler of Germany. 
The nation still asked today what it all 
was about. 


Schuschnigg received Hitler's assur- 


ance that the friendship accord of July 
11, 1936, prevailed—meaning Austria's 
independence was recognized and Ger- 
many fould not interfere in internal 
Austrian 
affairs. Austria also was 


promised relief from pressure brought 
against her by years of illegal Nazi 
agitation. Hitler told Schuschnigg he 
would not support illegal Nazis. 


In an interview last January, Schus- 


chnigg said that Austria and Hungary 
had cast their lot with Italy and Ger- 
many. 


The new Nazi cabinet ministers will 


claim the backing of the Nazi or na- 
tionalist part of the Fatherland Front. 
The Nazis expect legal recognition, 
such as the monarchist movement has, 
instead of their long undercover sta- 
tus.
